Fostering a Plot to Elock the Wilson 


Administration’s Carefully Prepared 


Currency Reform Program. 


Washingto n, Ju ly 29.—W. G. Me- 
Ad o o , secretary o f treasu ry , charges 
that influ ential New Yo rk city bank s 
are in a co nsp iracy to d efeat the ad ­ 
ministratio n cu rrency bill. 
He co n­ 
tend s that the d ep reciatio n o f the 2 
p er cent United States bo nd s belo w 
p ar is a resu lt o f co ncerted effo rt o n 
the p art o f these bank s and is intend ­ 
ed to help them in their camp aign 
against the cu rrency measu re. 
The secretary in a fo rmal statement 
charged fu rther that the intentio n o f 
these big New Yo rk financial interests 
is to incite the co u ntry bank s, which 
ho ld abo u t two -third s o f the 2 p er 
cents, into o p p o sing the ad ministra­ 
tio n bill o n the gro u nd that it will in­ 
ju re the bo nd s and so cau se large 
lo sses to the bank s. 
The issu ance o f McAd o o ’s blast 
against the New Yo rk bank s cau sed it 
stir in o fficial circles here. 
There 
was a tend ency to regard the McAd o o 
statement as hav ing been issu ed v ery 
mu ch in the same sp irit as was Presi­ 
d ent Wilso n’s statement o n the lo bby 
which resu lted in the inv estigatio n by 
a co mmittee o f the senate and many 
d isclo su res, and it is believ ed Mr. Mc­ 
Ad o o ’s statement will lead to a co n­ 
gressio nal inq u iry into the alleged co n­ 
sp iracy . 
The p resid ent and his ad v isers are 
co nfid ent that the ad ministratio n bill 
will be enacted at this sessio n w itho u t 
the alteratio n o f any imp o rtant p ro v i­ 
sio n. It is said that the p resid ent will 
insist u p o n ev ery essential featu re o f 
the measu re.
